“ Hohenloha-Sohillingsfarst. Clodwig Carl 
Viotor, Prinoe of,bérn at Rothonburg, March 
$1, 1819, is the sucond son of Fraucls Joseph, 
Prince of HohenhheSohillingsfurst (of the 
line of Waldéuburg). Oa the death of his 
fathor in 1841, Clodwig had just begun his 
Judicial and historical atudios in ‘the Univer- 
sity of Gottingen. . A yeur later, after having 
essed his examination with distinction, he 
took o subordinate position in the public ser- 
vice os Ausonitator in tho Office of Justice at 
Ehrenbroitatein. He next became Referendary 
of the Government at Potsdam. While work- 
ing thua diligently-et his post in Prussia, the 
Landgravo of Heesen-heinfels-Rotheuburg 
died, and the princely family of Hohenlohe 
succeeded tos rich inheritance, including the 
lordshi ps of Ratibor and Corvey. The avent, 
however, did not alter Clodwig’s. position. 
His elder brother took the domains of Ratibor 
and Gorvey. to which the King of Prosaia, 
William {V., added tho title of Duke. In 
1945, on the death of his brother, Philip 
Ernest, Clodwig succeeded. with the consent 
of hia elder brother, fo the old family seat of 
Schillingsfarst, and, forsaking the Prussian 
aarvioo, took up his permanent residence in 
--Bavario. Thus at twenty-sevon yoars of ago 
he became an hereditary member of the Ba- 
varidn parliament... The ministry, moanwhile, 
-in Frankfort, sent bim ea smbassador to 
Athons, Florence, and Rome. In 1949 he re- 
turned to. Fraukfort. Having married tho 
Princess of Sayn-Witgonstoin, by whom he 
baa a numerous family, he retired forsome ten 
yeara into private fifa, paying’ frequent, visits 
to England, France, and Italy. In 1860 the 
prince again entered on purlismentary life, and 
favoured throughout an alliance with Prussie. 
Towards the ond of 1866 the youthful king 
yoqnosted Hohonlohe to prepare and ley before 
him a programme of the principles which were 
to servo eventually as a ministerial policy.

Gulf of Aden, and on the western shores of 
Indis, ,And, perlsps, the world sfforda soarocly 
an instance of moro dauntless, perseverant, and 
snesessfal combined commercial and military 
‘enterprise, carried ont with very small means, 
and in very remote ragions, than that which is 
exemplified in the smal! Portuguese settlements 
successively made ronpd Africa, and thence 
along the coast of Peninsular, Arabia, up tho 
Galf of ‘Oman, at Muscat, Soor, Sohar, and 
other points in what now form the territories of 
the Sultan of Muscat, aud so 10 Ormuz, Kishw, 


head of the Persian Gulf. It is marvellous to 
think of a fow navigators pushing their way 
yound the continent of Africa, along reef-bound 
ooasts, unsurveyed, snd subject to strong and 
variable currents crossing the bars which almost 
invariably embarrass the approach to the an- 
chorages along-tho cast coast, risking the hosti- 
lity of tribes, with whoso.language and very 
existence they nat base been unacquainted, and 
pmansging—-whether by diplomacy, intrigue, or 
force of cu—t0 coustruct, forts and maintain 
themsel'ved in safflcient strength to protect their 
shipping and devolop their trade. Tho attention 
of British outhority in India was, in the first 
ingtancg, directed to the wators of the Persian 
Gulf, partly on ccount of the increas 
ing interest which the boundless. umbi- 
tion. of the First Napoleon indnced us to 
take in the affairs of Porsis, and’ partly on ao- 
count of the andacity with which the pirates of 
the Arab littoral ventured farther and forther 
into the Indian Ocann, ravaging ity consts, and * 
seizing not only the native dhows along the enst 
coast of Africa, but even dhepattimars and.other 
Indian oraft off the harborts of Sind, Kutch, 
Quzorat, and othor more southern points on. the 
western const of India. On yarions occasions 
the British made warlike demonstrations by sea 
against - Persia, Rasel Kheéima, and Soor. 
Eventually s squadron of the British Indian 
Navy was stationed: in the Porsian -Galf, 
with head-quarters at, Bassido, on the island 
of Kishm. But tho trade of the Gulf, 
was still left to native oraft, which traded 
from Busroh and Khowait with dates and 


the chioftainships of tho. littoral, with pearls, . 
dried ‘fish, dates, and miscellaneous products. 
And it is noticeable that, although the vast tract 
which stretches across two-thirds of Peninsular 
Arabia, from the :Porsisn—Gulf—through-the 
Debna and Nedid,. nts onc of the most do- 
solate deserta anywhere to be fonnd. it yet. pro- 
dncos some. things of acknowledged exoctlenca, 
eg. the horses of Nedjd, tho donkeys of Babrein, 

the dates of Busreh and Bl Hassa, pearls, hawks, 
groyhounds, camels, and frankinoonse. But it 
‘was nob until the yoar 1802-63 thats regular 
ateam-borns trade was opened between the ports, * 
of Bombay and Kurraches on tha one hand, and 
those of Musost, Bonder Abbas, Busbire, and 
Busreh on the other. - In'that year Mr, William 
Mackinnon, whe more than any other man has 
been the moving spirit in developing the stoam- 
borne coasting lo.of British India, suggested 
tothethen Gorernoro? Bombay (Sir Bartle Frere) 
the fessibilityof further axtending the tradealon| 
the coasisof Mekran and the Gulfs of Qian an 
‘Persia. The first chartered Steamer of this line 
léf Bombay in Novembor, 1862, and it is r- 
markable that the greatest opposition to the 
line arog) among the merchants of the Per- 
sian Gulf itself. They persistently declared . 
that the cargo of & stoamor would food the mar- 
ket and disorganise the trade. Nevortholosa, 
Mr. Mackinnon adhered te shis project. He 
commenced by rnnnibg a small steamer dnoa 
in six weeks, thon once a month, ‘then 
ateamers monthly, steamers of fax larger ton- 
nage, until eventually s bi-weekly communication _ 
was established, followod, as naual, by opposition 
steamors.
